Noth­ 
ing is more depressing in a national 
emergency than the spirit of loneliness 
In those serving their country, and of­ 
ficials know that nothing can dispel 
this feeling more effectually than read­ 
ing the home town newspaper. 
Publishers of newspapers In all parts

plan outlined by Colonel Thompson, 
aud they have agreed to co-operate in 
every way.
